THE HOTEL ROYAL FIItE. 


Delving In tho Ruins for tlio Bodies 


of tho Victims. 


NBW YORK, February 8.—The latest 


estimate in Ihs Hotel Royal fire, which 
attrted early yesterday morning, is five 
dead, twenty-four, injured, sixty-nine 
missing, eighty-one saved. The bodies 
of thrett men and two women have been 
recovered. The World says that the 
scrub woman claims Engineer Harding 
of tbe hotel was intoxicated and neg- 
lected the furnaces. Others think the 
fire was caused by a pot of grease boiling 
over in the kitchen. 


Late 
this afternoon the workmen 


found the foot and part of a leg in the 
mine. At 5.30 a body was found. It 
was so badly burned as to be unrecog- 
nizable. At'0.45 the eleventh body was 
brought to view. The legs were almost 
gone and tbo arms bad been burned off 
and tho head crushed. In tbo upper jaw 
a sot of false teeth wero found which 
looked like those of a woman. About 
100 men are at work on the dobrig and 
will be kept going nigbt and clay until 
they bave completed tbe work of clear- 
ing away the ruins, which in all proba- 
bility will take three days. One of tho 
bodies recovered today has boon idonti- 
lied as that of A. A. Townsent of New 
Haven, Conn.
